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DIRECTIONS,  ka 


^I^HE  operation  of  this  medicine,  in  all  the  cafes 
to  which  it  is  applied,  is  on  the  glandular  and 
lymphatic  fyftem ; and  the  general  objefl  is,  that  it 
be  fufficiently  retained  in  the  bowels  to  be  conveyed 
into  that  fyftem. 

Children,  and  perfons  in  very  debilitated  condi- 
tions, Ihould  begin  with  one  table  fpoonful  night 
and  morning*;  and  gradually  increafe  the  dofe  to 
the  utmoft  quantity  they  can  take,  without  its  adting 
as  a purge  f for  in  that  cafe  it  does  not  enter  the  lym- 
phatic veffels  and  glands,  and  difappoints  the  patients. 

Perfons  of  ftrong  habits  and  tenacious  bowels  may 
begin  with  two  or  three  table  fpoonfuls  night  and 
morning,  increafing  the  dofe  gradually,  until  the 
bowels  be  rendered  rather  lax ; which  is  the  con- 
dition moft  favourable  to  all  the  good  effefts  of  the 
'medicine. 

* The  concentrated  fort  Ihould  be  diluted,  as  it  is  ufed,  with 
equal  quantities  of  water  : the  Direftions  for  the  Dofes  will  then  fuit 
both  the  preparations ; as  a concentrated  bottle  has  twice  the  ftrength 
and  efficacy  of  that  which  is  not  concentrated. 
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Tender  and  delicate,  as  well  as  robuft  conftitutionSjj 
are  found  foihetimes  in  the  extreme  either  of  laxity 
or  coftivenefs ; and  extremes  are  equally  unfavour- 
able to  a cure  in  any  of  the  cafes  for  which  the  me- 
dicine is  ufed. 

When  a fmall  quantity  purges,  and  the  diforder 
requires  much  more  than  can  be  retained  in  the 
bowels,  all  acid,  irritating,  fubflances  mull  be  avoid- 
ed ; fuch  as  raw  fruits,  falads,  cyder,  fharp  wines, 
punch ; and  fometimes  all  the  ufual  vegetables  of  the 
table ; and  the  diet  confift  of  light  animal  food,  plain 
rice  well-boiled,  weak  camomile  or  rofemary  tea,  a 
^ittle  well^brewed  table  beer,  good  red  port,  madeira, 
or  brandy  and  water,  according  to  the  feelings  of  the 
patient.  , , 

If  thefe  precautions  will  not  enable  the  bowels  to 
retain  the  meddeine  fufficiently  to  be  taken  up  by  the 
iadleals,  recourfe  muH  be  had  to  a little  opium. 

If  the  habit  be  coftive,  fo  that  five  or  fix  table 
fpoonfuk  do  not  give  a motion  of  two  in  a day» 
rather  of  a lax  nature^  a dofe  of  any  opening  phyfic  to 
which  the  pjudent  is.  accuflomed,  rnufl  be  taken  in  a 
mptning : arnd  the  evening,  of  the  fame  day,- two 
/poonfuls  a{'ihe,,fyrup,  the.  con^fjntrated;  fort;  being 
diluted,  increafin.g  the  qipantity  to:  the  umofi  the 
bowels  will  -retahi  in  a temperate  fiate.*  ' , • , 

Perfons  of  ftrong  habits  and  retentive  bowchv'may 
take  greater  liberties  in  refpedt  to  diet;  as  vegetables, 
acids,  the  moderate  ufe  of  wines,  &g.  with  them,  may 
not  injurioufiy  increafe  the  laxative  tendency /of  die 
medicine,  or  carry  it  off  by  lioqL  . . ; .....  . 
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^VEH^OS*  VEGETABLE  SYRUP. 

It  is  a tradition  in  Frith-ftreet,  that  milk  is  un- 
favourable to  the  good  effefts  of  the  Syrup  ; but  Mr. 
Swainfon  cannot  afcertain  its  injuries.  He  fuppofcs, 
however,  that  in  a weak  ftate  of  the  llomach  and 
bowels,  it  ihould  be  avoided  during  the  ufe  of  the 
medicine,  as  it  may  difturb  their  fundlions  by  coagu- 
lations and  flatulencies.  To  perfons  of  collive  habits, 
Mr.  Swainfon  would  recommend  v;hey,  during  a 
courfe  of  the  fyrup. 

The  precautions  and  afliftances  to  whieh  patients 
are  to  have  recourfe,  are  few  and  fimple. 

To  avoid  colds  is  advifeable  under  every  procefs  for 
the  cure  of  any  difeafe ; but  no  alarming  confequences 
are  to'be  apprehended,  as  in  the  ufe  of  mercury;  for 
the  fyrup  is  the  bed  medicine  imaginable  for  colds. 
A moderate  ftate,  between  cold  and  fweating,  is  the 
moft  fufceptible  of  that  increafe  ininjenfible perfpiration 
by  which  its  beft  effects  are  produced.  Confequently 
cold  bathing  fhould  not  be  ufed  during  a courfe  of 
the  Syrup. 

Temperance  is  favourable  to  every  object  refpe8;- 
ing  health  ; but  this  medicine  being  wholly  vegetable, 
a low  vegetable  diet  is  the  moft  unfriendly  of  any  to 
is  falutary  operations. 

Though  the  medicine  be  moft  efficacious  in  remov- 
ing obftrudtions  of  the  menfes,  the  ufe  of  it  fhould  > 
be  fufpended  in  all  cafes  during  the  a6lual  difcharge. 

The  affiftance  of  furgery^  in  all  cafes,  is  fo  far  from 
neceffary,  that  it  muft  generally  prove  injurious.  In 
tumours  and  inflamations  of  a fcorbutic  or  venereal 
nature,  all  the  proceffes  of  furgery  are  inimical  to  the 
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operations  of  the  medicine.  The  ufe  of  the  knife 
produces  ulcers  and  fears,  which  would  not  otherwife 
take  place ; and  rubbing  in  mercury,  fends  into  the 
habit  a metal,  which  is  injurious  and  unfriendly  to 
the  good  efFedls  of  the  Vegetable  Syrup. 

In  fchirroffities,  buboes,  tumours,  and  every  fpecies 
of  inflamation,  of  which  the  fcrophula,  feurvy,  or 
venereal  difeafe  are  fufceptible,  poultices  alone  are 
to  be  ufed;  and  wounds  produced  by  thofe  diforders 
are  to  be  cleanfed  with  warm  water,  and  in  many 
cafes  to  be  dreffed  only  with  dry  lint. 

As  the  firfl  effeQs  of  the  medicine  are  different 
in  different  conftitutions,  and  little  difficulties  per- 
plex  the  unexperienced,  Mr.  Swainfon  is  extremely 
defirous,  that  no  cafe  of  confequence  be  undertaken 
without  his  knowledge  and  affiftance. 

In  the  fummer,  the  medicine  ffiould  be  kept  cool, 
and  at  all  times  preferved  from  fermentation. 
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Mr  . SWAINSON  thinks  it  necefTary  to  obferve, 
that  fpurious  and  poifonous  preparations  are  vended^ 
under  apellations  which  may  induce  credulity  to 
luppofc  them  hmilar  to  the  Vegetable  Syrup.  They 
are  fold  at  low  prices ; and  care  fhould  be  taken  that 
fervants,  for  their  own  projity  do  not  fubftitute  the 
fpurious  for  the  genuine,  and  the  poifonous  for  the 
falutary.  ‘ 

The  preparations  of  Burrows,  Hodfon,  and  others 
are  impohtions,  fo  far  as  they  pretend  any  analogy 
to  the  genuine  fyrup  of  Dr.  Velnos;  and  to  prove 
they  are  the  occafions  of  injury  and  the  inftruments 
of  calumny,  the  following  narrative  is  fubjoined. 

In  adminiftering  a falutary  medicine  which  I pur- 
chafed  at  a great  price,  and  prepare  with  great  care, 
I found  myfelf  not  only  embarraffed  by  the  impofi- 
tions  above  alluded  to,  but  by  rumours  diffufed  by 
the  felfifh  and  illiberal  among  the  faculty  to  its  dif- 
advantage. 

Thefe  rumours  had  generally  a tendency  to  excite 
fufpicion  ‘‘  that  the  fyrup  was  the  vehicle  of  mer- 
cury.” But  I was  long  before  I had  any  opportunity 
of  dragging  any  of  their  authors  to  light.  At  laft 
I had  information  that  Dr.  George  Fordyce,  a lec- 
turer in  cbemiftry,  and,  if  his  own  pompous  preten- 
tions be  credited,  a man  of  great  learning,  had  con- 
tributed to  this  defamation.  I wrote  civily  to  him  ; 
offered  to  depofit  a hundred  pounds  to  reward  him 
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for  the  trouble  of  publicly  proving  his  allegation  ; re- 
ferred to  philofophers  and  chemifts,  whofe  abilitie&he 
mujl  not  openly  queftion,  who  had  analyfed  the  fyrup 
and  who  fliould  meet  him  on  the  trial;  and  engaged^, 
when  the  parcel  of  fyrup  fent  to  him  had  paffed  the, 
ordeal,  to  cure  with  it  any  venereal  cafe  he  fhould 
produce.— This  literary  Bobadil  received  the  propo- 
fal  with  the  filence  of  confcious  guilt,  and  fubmitted 
to  the  imputation  which  I alTared  him  fhould  be  af- 
fixed to  his  name. — As  he  has  announced  a Treatife  on 
the  Digejlion  oj  Food^  I have  fome  thoughts  of  writing 
an  appendix  to  it  on  the  digejlion  oJ  convidied  falfe- 
hood.  This  would  be  of  much  greater  ufe  than  his 
vague  experiments,  following  thofe  of  the  accurate 
and  penetrating  Spalanzani — at  a time  when  not  only 
our  nobility  and  gentry,  but  our  very  iwindlers  and 
thieves  are  brought  into  danger  by  duels. 

I was  more  fortunate  in  another  conteft  : for  the 
offender  had  the  indifcretion  to  commit  his  affertion 
to  the  prefs. 

A conteft  with  Mr.  Philip  Thichnefs,  at  Bath,  in- 
duced Dr.  James  Mackittrick  Adair  to  write  what  I 
fuppofe  he  thinks  a Satire  on  Ouacks  and  NoB. 
trums : and  being  defirous  to  make  the  utmoft  of  his 
fubje6l,  be  injurioufiy  mentions  the  Vegetable  Syrup 
of  De  Velnos. — -This  occafioned  the  puhlicc^tion  of 
the  following  paper.

REGULARS  AND  QUACKS. 


In  theology  thefe  wars  produced  the  Reformatiorio 
The  regulars  were  Tiefeate^,  and  the  quacks  became 
regulars.  The  ecclefiaftical  quacks,  from  Bifliop 
Hooper  down  to  Dr.^Prieflley  and  Dr.  Price,  have 
continued  their  effort  for  a change  of  fpiritual  regi^ 
men  and  medicine ; and  in  all  the  flufluations  of 
thefe  contentions,  the  majority  of  impartial  and  dif- 
interefted  people  have  deemed  the  quacks  often  in 
the  right. 

In  phyfic,  all  changes  of  medical  impofitions  have 
been  forced  on  the  regulars  by  the  quacks  j and  all 
the  great  and  powerful  medicines  are  the  difcoveries 
of  quacks. — The  introdu6lion  and  improvements  of 
innoculation ; the  ufe  of  mercury,  antimony,  opium, 
and  the  bark,  like  all  the  bold  innovations  in  religion' 
and  policy,  are  owing  to  quacks.— Benefits  produce 
the  bitterefl  ingratitude.  The  regulars  adopted  the 
difcoveries,  and  perfecuted  their  benefactors. 

In  the  adminiftration  of  remedies,  there  is  this  dif- 
ference between  the  regulars  and  irregulars — The 

latter  always  attempt  a cure,  fometimes  defpcrately 

The  former  perpetuate  difeafes,  to  perpetuate  a pro- 
fitable attendance.  This  is  the  general  faa,  to  whicli 
there  are  honourable  exceptions. 


CAUTIONS  RESPECTING 

In  one  of  the  flcirmiflies  of  thefe  vindictive  bodies, 
I have  been  lately  included,  though  I belong  to  nei- 
ther. I bought  the  property  of  Velnos*  Vegetable 
Syrup,  as  I would  a brew-houfe ; and  I prepare  the 
fyrup,  as  a brewer  prepares  porter,  by  a recipe  pe- 
culiar to  the  houfe,  and  known  in  no  other.

For  out  of  twenty ‘thoufand  bottles  a year, 
which  is  my  average  Tale,  two  thirds  are  ordered  di- 
reflly  or  indireblly  by  the  faculty. 

Mr.  James  Mackittrick  Adair,  who  fays  he  has 
formerly  been  M.  D.  to  affert  the  right  of  the  faculty 
to  a monopoly  of  medical  crimes,  has  renewed  this 
difbonourable  war;  and  has  rumaged  the  filthieft  re- 
ceflbs  of  Billingfgate  and  St.  Giles,  for  the  means  of 
annoying  the  enemy.  Being  aftuated  by  that  malig- 
nity, which  is  ever  found  in  the  low  and  unfuccefsful 
of  every  order,  truths  and  calumnies  are  exhaled  in- 
difcriminately  by  him  on  the  innocent  and  guilty. 

Of  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup  he  affirms. 

It  is  not  vended  by  patent,  but  is  founded  on  ana- 
lylis,  to  be  a preparation  of  fublimate  mercury,  com- 
bined with  mucilage  of  gum  arabic,  honey,  and  com- 
mon fyrup.*"  No  falfehood  can  be  rpore  complete, 
as  the  fyrup  contains  not  one  of  the  articles;  and  a. 
man  muft  be  as  ignorant  of  chemiftry,  and  as  defti- 
tute  of  principle,  as  Mr.  Mackittrick  Adair,  to  ha- 
zard the  alfertion.  Perceiving,  however,  that  his 
confcience  was  at  liberty,  and  not  (landing  in  awe  of 
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the  learning  and  abilities  he  (I  believe  alone)  attri- 
butes to  himfelf,  I had  the  curiofity  to  know  how  he 
would  cover  one  falfehood  by  another ; and  I fent 
him  the  following  letter,  which  produced  an  anfwer 
fully  according  with  my  expectation  : 

Sir,  Frith-ftreet,  Sept.  15,  1790. 

In  a book  written  by  you,  a gentleman  lately 
pointed  out  to  me  a paragraph  refpeCling  the  Vegeta- 
ble Syrup  of  De  Velnos,  which  might  otherv/ife  ne- 
ver have  fallen  under  my  notice. 

‘'You  affert  that  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup  has 
been  analyfed,  and  found  to  be  a folution  of  fublimate, 
rubbed  up  with  honey  and  mucilage  of  gum  arabic. 

“ If  you  mean,  by  Velnos’  Vegetable  Syrup,  the 
medicine  prepared  in  Frith-ftreet,  by  De  Velnos,  Dr. 
Mercier,  and  myfelf,  you  direBly  call  me  an  impoftor. 

“ If  you  mean  the  imitations  and  pretended  im- 
provements of  it,  you  are  inaccurate;  and  your  afler- 
tion  amounts  to  nothing, 

“ As  the  paragraph  is  a kind  of  injury,  which  no 
gentleman  would  commit  without  reafon,  may  I beg 
you  w ill  affign  that  reafon  ? 

“To  encourage  your  ingenuity,  and  to  indemnify 
you  for  time,  I will  depofit  a hundred  pounds — You 
fhall  go  through  the  analyfis  on  which  you  found 
your  affertion  : if  you  produce  mercury  from  the 
Vegetable  Syrup,  prepared  by  me,  in  the  prefence  of 
fix  competent  judges,  three  appointed  by  you,  and 
three  by  ii)c,  the  hundred  pounds  fhall  be  yours ; 
and  I will  wear  the  name  of  Impoftor— If  not,  I will 
take  up  my  money,  require  no  indemnity  from  you. 
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but  I Vv'ill  publifh  the  refiilt,  and  leave  ypu  to  the 
refledions  of  your  owit  mind.

To  Dr.  Mackittrick  Adair,

Dr.  ADAIR’S  ANSWER. 

Had  Dr.  Adair  read  the  latter  part  of  a letterj^ 
figned  1.  Swaipfon  before  he  gave  the  bearer  a kind 
of  promife  that  he  would  anfwer  it,  he  certainly 
fhould  not  have  put  pen  to  paper  on  the  occafion. 

“ If  A.  recollects  right,  the  Syrup  was  fome  years 
ago  fold  by  one  Burrows,  and  that  probably  was 
what  was  deemed  to  contain  Mercury;  what  the 
preparation  which  Mr.  Swainfon  claims  may  be,  A. 
neither  knows  nor  cares  ; nor  fliall  he  give  himfclf 
the  trouble  to  analyfe  it. 

He  has  been  petered  with  fo  many  anonymous 
attacks  from  the  empirical  gentry,  that  he  has  formed 
a refolution  not  to  anfwer  aiiy  letter  from  that  quar- 
ter, even  if  avowed,  except  in  a future  Edition  of  his 
Effay. 

A.  hopes,  for  the  credit  of  the  profeffion  from 
which  he  has  retired,  that  Mr.  S.  is  not  a Medical 
Man  ; as  he  deems  all  concealment  of  Medical  Com- 
pofition  to  be,  in  them,  criminal ; and  in  others,  at 
ieall  illiberal,  and  inconfiftent  with  the  diflates  of 
humanity.” 

The  reader  will,  I hope,  juft  notice,  and  fmile 
with  me,  at  the  ccrw^ardly  evafions  of  convi6Ied  falfe- 
hood.  In  the  farrago  he  calls  his  book,  Mr.  Mac.- 
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kittrick  Adair  aflerts  an  untruth  on  the  pretended  au* 
thority  of  analyfis.  In  his  letter  he  flculks  under 
the  pbrafe  ‘‘  the  Syrup  was  deemed  to  contain  Mer- 
cury.” In  the  book,  he  fays,  (and  for  once  truly) 
that  Velnos'  Vegetable  Syrup  is  not  fold  by  Patent^ 
When  called  upon  to  account  for  his  calumny,  he 
attempts  an  evafion,  by  fubllituting  that  of  Burrows^ 
which  unfortunately  for  his  pretenfions  to  informa^ 
tion  and  veracity,  was  fold  by  Patent^  with  the  ad- 
dition of  the  word  Improved,  to  avoid  the  profecution 
bf  'De  VelnoS,  for  ufing  his  name  in  an  ^impofitiori*

rows, muft  be  ijadifputable,  becaufe  Burrows  Was  dead 
when  he  inferted  the  calumny  in  his  book ; and  Buiv 
rows  always  denied  that  he  had  communicated  his 
wretched  recipe  to  Hodfon, 

: Mr.  Mackittrick  Adair,  fays,  that  if  in  any  one  in.* 
•fiance  r6fpe6ling  nohrums^  he  were  guilty  of  mifre^ 
prefentation,  he  would  deem  himfelf  an  execrable 
VILLAIN.  I doubt  his  juftice  in  adjudging  himfelf: 
but  after  the  above  relation,  the  public  will  fave  him 
the  trouble. 

That  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Mackittrick  Adair,  is  of 
as  little  coifequence  to  me  as  that  of  the  vociferous 
Bellovvs-mender,  -will  be  eafily  credited,  while  it  is 
generally  known,  that  the  Vegetable  Syrup  is  or- 
dered by  the  firft  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  this 
•bountry,  in  cafes  of  the  utmoll  difficulty  and  impor- 
tance',* that  the  bed  philofophical  and  praclical  Che- 
mills  of  the  age>  are  among  its  warmell  advocates  5 
and  that  it  has  preferved  the  lives,  and  benehtted  the 
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families  of  philofopbers  and  literati,  with  whof^ 
names  pofterity  will  never  affociate  that  of  Mackiu 
trick  Adair.-^But  as  every  falfehood  may  alarm  and 
diftrefs  conllitutions  rendered  irritable  by  difeafe,  and 
death  has  fometimes  been  the  fpeedy  confequence  of 
the  clamorous  I'olicitude  of  attending  regulars,  to  pre- 
vent the  introdudion  of  the  medicine,  I fhall  be  ex-, 
cufed  for  looking  into  the  balderdafh,  and  repelling 
the  malignant  falfehood  oMVIr.  Mackittrick' Adair.

When  this  account  of  a wanton  and  unprovoked 
injury  had  appeared  in  the  papers.
